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Historic Exploration Ended 


Astronauts Head For Earth 
With Moon Treasure Chest

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Apollo 15 astronauts 
David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin blasted off safely from the 
moon today after three days of 
historic lunar exploration. A 
television camera gave ear- 
thlings their first look at a 
launching from the moon. 


As the bug-like Falcon blazed 


into the lunar sky, Scott and 
Irwin started a tape recording of 
the Air Force song: "Off We Go 
Into the Wild Blue Yonder."

Zellerbach Joins 
In Trend To Increase 
Price Of Newsprint 


NEW YORK (AP) — Another 


paper company has lined up 
with the growing trend to in- 
crease the price of newsprint 
sold in North America. 


Crown Zellerbach Corp. of San 


Francisco said it would boost its 
price $8 a ton for standard 32- 
and 30-pound newsprint sold in 
the 11 Western states, Alaska, 
and Hawaii effective Nov. 1. 


Seven companies now have 


announced similar 
price in- 


creases. The $8-a-ton hike would 
increase the price of newsprint 
to $168 a ton in the U. S. and $159 
a ton in Canada. 


Industry sources said they 


expected the increase to become 
general, making this the second 
price increase this year. On 
April 1 the price per ton was 
raised $8. 


Company spokesmen said the 


increase was necessary to meet 
increased operating costs. 


The price hike was initiated 


Monday by MacMillan Bloedel 
Ltd., of Vancouver. Other 
companies which have an- 
nounced increases are Bowater 
Sales Co. Inc. of Greenwich, 
Conn.; Kruger Pulp & Paper 
Ltd. of Montreal; Abitibi Paper 
Co. Ltd. of Toronto; Price Co. 
Ltd. of Quebec; and Con- 
solidated Bathurst Ltd. of 
Montreal. 


Most newsprint is used in 


daily newspapers. A spokesman 
for the American Newspaper 
Publishers Assn., declined to 
comment on what effect the 
higher price might have on the 
newspaper industry. 


Both are Air Force officers. 


They immediately began the

The 
two ships were to link up at 3:04 
p.m. EDT. 


Worden passed over Hadley

and told the moon explorers he 
had them in sight. 


Packed with the moon ex- 


plorers in the lunar module 
Falcon was a treasure chest of 


230 pounds of rocks and soil that 
might include primeval rock 
and evidence of volcanoes on the 
moon. 


Before leaving, the astronauts 


parked their moon buggy so its 
color television camera was 
pointed to transmit the pictures 
of the blastoff. 


The three astronauts plan to 


spend two extra days in lunar 
orbit conducting scientific and 
photographic experiments 
before heading toward earth 
late Wednesday. 


A burst from the egine at the 


base of the cabin section of the 
lunar module vaulted Scott and 
Irwin on the first step toward 
home. 


They left the descent stage of 


the Falcon behind on the dusty 
surface 
where 
they 
had 


collected more than 230 pounds 
of samples that may hold 
secrets of the creation of the 
solar system. 


On their third and final ex- 


cursion today, Scott and Irwin 
drove to the edge of a deep 
canyon and climbed part way 
down the wall to gather rocks

came after a 17-hour marathon 
bargaining session at the Labor 
Department. It averted a 
possibility of <jongios.,ional 
intervention to halt the crippling 
strikes. 


The agreement also included 


changes in ancient railroad 
work rules which the industry 
had demanded in nrder to in- 
crease efficiency, and which will 
probably result eventually in 
some loss of jobs.

contract. 


The move by U. S. Steel came 


as most of the nation's steel 
mills remained shut by the steel 
companies in anticipation of a 
strike over the weekend by the 
500,000 union members.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration plans to 
issue this week its long-awaited 
policy statement on Chinese 
membership 
in the United 


Nations. 


Officials said Secretary of 


State William P. Rogers will set 
forth the U. S. position on the 
issue, which promises to be a hot 
one at the United Nations this 
fall with the United States 
risking a diplomatic black eye in 
the process. 


President Nixon, under his 


new policy of friendship toward 
Peking, is understood to favor 
seating Red China in the United 
Nations. He is also said to be 
against expulsion of Nationalist 
China, an old ally, from the 
world body. 


Rogers 
and 
other 
ad- 


ministration strategists are 
reported to have decided on a 
two-thirds -vote tactic at the U. 
N. General Assembly which 
they hope will achieve this "one- 
China-one-Taiwan" goal — or at 


least will show that America is 
not abandoning its allies. 


The general idea of the tactic 


is to have a straight majority 
vote on seating Peking and a 
two-thirds requirement against 
expelling Taiwan.

from the one under which the 
United States has barred Red 
China's entry in past years.

CORNING — A reduction in 


the tax rate for the Corning 
Memorial Hospital district from 
15 cents to 14 cents was acted 
upon at a special budget session 
of the hospital board. 
The 


district will ask for $44,550 this 
fiscal year, as compared to 
$51,904 last year. 


Hospital administrator Dogan 


Daldal stated that the hospital 
will continue to remodel and 
improve existing fac lilies, with 
emphasis on upgrading the 
physical plant. 


The hospital has but one 


operating room. Board mem- 
bers approved plans to convert 
the former delivery and labor 
rooms to a second surgery and 
recovery room. This change was 
also requested last year, at an 
approximate cost of $7,921.- Two 
government surplus operating 
tables, costing some $3,000 and 
$4,000 new, have been pur- 
chashed for $40 each. One 


electric-cautery and coagulator 
will be shared between the two 
operating 
rooms. 
This will 


reduce the total cost of the 
second room to $1,525. 


Another 
budget 
item, 


requested and denied last year, 
was a $10,000 posting machine. A 
factory reconditioned machine 
is now available at a cost of $500. 
A reconditioned machine is 
guaranteed five years, a new 
machine, 10 years. 


Other 
improvements 
will 


include asbestos vinyl flooring 
in the patients' rooms, and 
carpeting 
of halls, 
nurses' 


station and office, to eliminate 
noise. New cubicle curtains and 
more 
complete 
tracks 
are 


planned 
for better 
patient 


privacy. An elevated, standard 
hospital 
type 
bathtub 
will 


replace the existing home type 
tub, 
making the bathing of 


patients more convenient for 
nurses. 


An outdoor public viewing 


ramp is planned outside the 
nursery windows so that visitors 
will be able to view the infants. 


Two recovery beds that will 


double as emergency stretchers, 
will be added, along with two 
electric beds. Two electric beds 
are being purchased each year, 
as part of a plan to eventually 
convert the hospital beds to this 
type. 


Scheduled 
for 
immediate 


purchase is a cardio-scope, used 
in certain surgeries. A crash 
cart was approved on the con- 
dition that Corning doctors learn 
to use it. 


Other items include a portable 


sterilizer, metal cabinets for the 
emergency room, and metal 
shelves for the refrigerator, for 
patient records. 


Plans include remodeling the 


nurses's station in order to 
provide a wider table top area. 


Total capital outlay for these 


expenditures will be $51,200. 
There was a carryover from last 


year of $38,500, of which the sum 
of $20,000 was set aside for uie 
building fund. 


An expected $11,000 deficit in 


general operating expenses will 
be financed by next year's tax.

WASHINGTON — It was a 


dejected, exasperated, almost 
bitter man who climbed to his 
feet on the Senate floor and 
pleaded with his colleagues to 
join him in his fight against 
crime and the criminal before it 
became too late. 


The speech 
of Sen. John 


McClellan of Arkansas was not 
emotion-charged nor angry. It 
was like a parent whose 
patience has worn thin warning 
his children they have one last 
chance — that it is up to them. 


McClellan spoke just two days 


after gunmen invaded the New 
Senate Office Bldg. in daylight 
hours, bound and gagged the 
senator's personal 
secretary, 


and fled with money. In 
Congress since 1934, McClellan 
is chairman of the Criminal Law 
and Procedures Subcommittee, 
and 
the Permanent Sub- 


committee on 
Investigations. 


As such, he has made national 


headlines by investigating and 
exposing all sorts of wrongdoers 
— criminals, racketeers and 
mobsters — and has been 
responsible for the jailing of 
many. He is a most-hated and 


feared man among the criminal 
element and has earned the 
name of "Mr. Crime Fighter." 


BUT WITH all his experience: 


investigative skills and almost 
unlimited resources at his 
disposal, McClellan seemed 
almost to be admitting that he 
was powerless to cope with 
violent crime in the nation's 
capital. 


"I have compiled, analyzed 


and agnoized over the sordid 
statistics on crime," he said. "I 
had not thought, however, that 
one of my own staff would likely 
become one of these cold 
statistics." 


Then he told how at 5:30 p.m. 


July 22 his personal secretary, 
Mrs. - Jeannine Ragland, was 
robbed. "Mrs. Ragland was 
accosted by two gun-carrying 
Negro males about 19 or 20 years 
old who promptly and cooly 
bound and gagged her, then 
robbed her of the contents of her 
purse," McClellan said. 


"Think of it," he added. "A 


daylight robbery in the Senate 
Office Bldg. It makes us wonder 
if there is no safe refuge, no 
sanctuary from the armed 
hoodlums who roam our streets 
and invade our homes, our of- 


fices and places of business. 
Have 
we 
allowed per- 


missiveness to so invade and 
permeate our society that young 
gun-toting punks feel free to 
walk the halls of Congress and 
stalk our staffs?" 


THE SENATOR'S remark about 
"permissiveness" came just a 
short time after President Nixon 
declared in a speech to FBI 
Academy graduates that the 
"era 
of permissiveness" 
in 


America has ended. 


McClellan has often criticized 


the permissiveness of the courts 
and did so again. He noted that it 
is hard enough just to catch 
criminals, and added: 


"Then comes the more dif- 


ficult, frequently impossible, 
task of trying to convict them 
and make it stick. Our system of 
justice is in trouble." He then 
quoted recent remarks of Atty. 
Gen. Jon Mitchell: 


"We" face. . . a situation 


where the discovery of guilt or 
innocence as a function of the 
courts >s in danger of drowning 
in a sea of legalisms." And that 
of Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
"I suggest that if we continue on 
this course we may well come to 
be known as a society incapable 


of defending itself, the impotent 
society." 


..MCCLELLAN ASKED the 
senators to join him in trying to 
"bring some semblance of 
sanity" back to the American 
judicial system. He had inserted 
into the Congressional Record 
several recent news stories of 
violent and other type crimes. 


One was about a young 


married couple who left a 
downtown restaurant at 10 a.m. 
and walked to their car in a 
nearby lot. They were attacked 
by two Negro men who bound 
the woman with a rope, raped 
her, then choked her to death 
while the husband was held at 
gunpoint. 


"Diane was open minded on 


race," the husband was quoted 
in speaking of his slain wife. 
"She would look at both sides." 


Two years ago Eldridge 


Cleaver, the exiled Black 
Panther leader, was quoted in a 
magazine (and later reaffirmed 
it on a TV interview) as saying 
he'd like to go into the Capitol 
Bldg. and "leave with Senator 
McClellan's head." This was 
recalled in McClellan's office 
following the recent robbery. 


SECRETARY OF COMMERCE Maurice Stans pointed out that 


the more than month-long shipping strike threatens "severe and 
adverse consequences on the people and the economies of Alaska 
and Hawaii," and added that it is already "having a damaging 
effect on those whose livelihoods depend on the Pacific Coast 
maritime industry." 


In its national effects, he said, "it is beginning to hurt our ex- 


ports when expanding exports are critically important to the 
economic health of the country." 


The railway strike compounds these effects. And California 


farmers, many of whom rely on nationwide and foreign markets, 
promise to be major, unwitting victims if the strikes continue. 


It is already high time, in fact the time is overdue, for Congress 


to act.

There was a lot of talk, a few 


days ago, on the theme that the 
truth never catches up entirely 
with the falsehood, and in the 
making of this commonplace, 
NATIONAL REVIEW (and I) 
were held up as the most recent 
examples of people who make it 
difficult for truth-peddlers. 


The point is a good one, 


although it is 
incompletely 


thought through, and when it is, 
what then happens is it sounds 
like nothing more than a moral 
arpeggio. The disturbing note 
this time around had to do with 
the 
awful 
impression 
the 


NATIONAL REVIEW papers 
would make on the Communists. 
A few of those who made that 
particular point most heartily, 
having since been reminded that 
the authentic Pentagon Papers 
contained a live memorandum 
from the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff urging the use of 
atom bombs in Indochina should 
we go to war there "wherever 
advantageous," appear to have 
retreated from the point. You 
are not going to spread terror in 
the Kremlin if you report on 
Tuesday that there is a cat loose 
in your garden, if on Monday 
you reported that there is a tiger 


out there. So that the notion that 
the counterfeit papers were 
frightening to the enemy in a 
sense that the originals were 
not, is perplexing. 


On the matter of truth cat- 


ching up with error, it is 
unquestionably the case that it 
doesn't do so in all cases, and 
never entirely. I do not doubt 
that 
if you 
look 
carefully 


enough, you will find in Chicago 
someone who thinks that Tom 
Dewey was elected President in 
1948, having picked up the first 
edition of the Chicago Tribune. 


But people tend to forget how 


these things work in places like 
Russia. The Associated Press 
reports that the Soviet Defense 
Ministry newspaper RED STAR 
published an extensive report on 
the 
NATIONAL 
REVIEW 


papers. Under a headline—I 
love that headline—"Horrible 
Plans." 
The 
paper 
was 


distributed a few hours before it 
transpired that the papers were 
counterfeit. Three days later, 
the RED STAR had yet to an- 
nounce that the papers were 
counterfeit. If one assumes that 
the editors of the Soviet press 
are aware that that is what they 
were, then it becomes clear that 
we are face to face with nothing 


more than the usual business: 
the workings of a controlled 
press. The Associated Press put 
it this way: "Westerners feel 
that the Soviet media does not 
want to admit being fooled by 
the NATIONAL REVIEW hoax 
or has decided to let the report 
stand as another step in the 
continuing 
propaganda 
war 


against 
'American 
im- 


perialism." 


We need to remind ourselves 


that insofar as the Communists 
are concerned, the authenticity 
of 
any 
news is 
a purely 


ideological matter. If the editors 
of PRAVDA thought it useful to 
do so, they could in a matter of 
days transform the image of 
Benjamin Spock into that of 
Curtis LeMay. Any fresh con- 
cern we feel about what the 
reader in Moscow thinks about 
America and Americans is, 
really, supererogatory. We are 
dealing with a people who are 
told by the press that the United 
States is a creature of Wall- 
Street, that we are bent upon 
bloody 
imperialism 
as 
a 


necessary 
defense 
of 
the 


capitalist system, and that the 
people who make decisions in 
the Pentagon are all called 


Strangelove. 


As regards the people in 


between us and the enemy, they 
too are aware that the United 
States is a nuclear power. If we 
were not a nuclear power, they 
would pay scant attention to our 
foreign policy. For the most part 
the neutrals—one thinks of the 
intelligentsia 
in, say, India, 


Sweden, and Japan—are pretty 
well convinced that the United 
States will not launch an un- 
provoked nuclear war. It is 
revealing that between 1954, 
when Admiral Radford urged 
the 
use 
of 
atom 
bombs 


"wherever 
advantageous" 
in 


the event that we should get 
involved 
in Indochina, 
and 


today, when the mere mention of 
them is taboo, we dropped more 
"ordnance," as they call it, over 
Indochina than was dropped 
over the whole of Europe during 
the Second World War—over 
twice as much. But the fetish 
takes hold. A fleet of B-52's 
dropping six-ton bombs over the 
Ho Chi Minh trail will inflict 
more damage than a single 
plane dropping a small atom 
bomb: but from that drop, a 
genie arises to scare the world, 
out of its senses, and out of its 
wits.

And now the program 
has begun to reek of scandal. 


Already, the taxpayers are 


obligated for 
$26 billion in 


mortgage payments under the 
act. By the end of the year, the 
figure will be about $40 billion. 
And the program goes on, in- 
curring new debts every day. 


Now, a Senate housing sub- 


committee is opening hearings 
into this extraordinary, get-rich- 
quick 
scheme. 
The sub- 


committee wants to know why 


one company, the Vanguard 
Construction Co. of Florida, 
seems to be able to get its 
government cash commitments 
instantly while others wait 
months, even years. 


The 
same 
company, the 


subcommittee has 
been in- 


formed, is also using inferior, 
illegal materials in the housing 
it builds for elderly persons. 


Even the Federal Housing 


Administration, 
which 
ad- 


ministers the 1968 act, has 
conceded that some of the 
company's quickie loan ap- 
provals were improper, but they 
apparently are 
still getting 


them.

Under the old federal low-cost 


housing plan, a

This program 
operated virtually spotlessly for 
five years. 


NO-RISK DEAL 


Now the money is no longer 


loaned directly by the govern- 
ment but by private moneybags. 
The 
taxpayer, 
however, 


guarantees the loan and pays all 
but 1 per cent of the interest. The 
lender and the builder cannot 
lose, no matter what. 


What happens now is that 


builders and lenders cook up a 
project themselves, get friendly 
local FHA officials to give it a 
tentative 
blessing, 
then 
go 


shopping 
for 
a 
non-profit 


sponsoring organization. If they 
can't find one, they hastily set 
one up. 


Under 
Gulledge's 
ad- 


ministration, a number 
of 


sponsors 
which applied for 


money under the old program 
have had their applications 
funneled into the new one. The 
results have been miles of red 
tape and, in some cases, huge 
additional costs. 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Sen Harrison Williams, D-N.J., 
will hear from the sponsors of 
the Hacienda De Ybor, .1 Tampa 
elderly housing project. When 
their application for a direct 
loan was switched to the new 
program, they ended up paying 
tens of thousands of dollar.', out 
of their pockets to cover extra 


costs demanded by the mor- 
tgage company. 


What makes all this so ap- 


palling is that there is no reason 
to believe Congress ever wanted 
the new program to supplant the 
old one. Eliminating the old one 
has been Gulledge's work. 


Indeed, Congress has con- 


tinued to appropriate money for 
the old programs in the belief 
that they still were being used. 
Asked about this, Gulledge 
acknowledged that the FHA 
would no longer accept ap- 
plications under the old plan. 
But he said he didn't know 
whether any money had been 
appropriated for it. 


Footnote: One of the main 


witnesses before the Williams 
subcommittee will be Richard 
Fullerton, a brainy Nazarene 
minister and low-cost housing 
expert, from Smyrna, Ga., who 
warned Congress in 1968 not to 
pass the law. Since then, he has 
worked tirelessly to awaken 
public and Congressional in- 
terest in the waste and scandal it 
has produced. 


BERLIN FIST-SHAKING 


The powerful West German 


publisher Axel Springer is once 
more shaking his fist in defiance 
across the Berlin Wall. This 
time he has challenged the new, 
soft winds from Moscow, saying 
that behind them is the harsh 
blast of Russian greed. 


Springer's suspicions seem 


borne out, at least in part, by the 
talks between Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
Sen Ed Muskie, D-Me., last 
January. 


As we reported last May, 


Gromyko told the Senator that 
West 
Germany's 
"political 


presence in West Berlin must be 
eliminated." This Russian in- 
transigence on Berlin, even 
while Russia woos the West 
German government in Bonn, 
has brought this new thunder 
from the intense Springer.

New Era May Have Come With 
Major Welfare Law Overhaul 
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Pay For Victims Of Crimes

SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 


new era may have come to 
California politics with bipar- 
tisan agreement this weekend 
on 
a 
major 
overhaul of 


California 
welfare law, but 


neither political party is yet 
ready to believe it's true. 


The 
compromise 
proposal 


would save over $200 million a 
year by reform of state welfare 
rules, and it is backed by both 
Gov. Reagan and some of the 
most outspoken liberals in the 


Democratic Party. 


The key to the agreement is 


that for the first time in the 
nearly five years of the Reagan 
administration, 
the 
con- 


servative Republican governor 
and his toughest liberal ad- 
versaries sat face-to-face and 
negotiated one of the top issues 
dividing them. 


They met seven times for a 


total of 22 hours in a windowless 
conference room guarded 
by 


armed security 
officers, an 


electric-lock door and closed 


circuit television monitors. 


Details of the agreement may 


be made public today, and by 
the end of the week leaders of 
both parties expect they will be 
signed into law. 


"It's got to be the millenniums 


when Ronald Reagan and John 
Burton 
(liberal 
Democratic 


assemblyman 
from 
San 


Francisco) agree on welfare 
reform," 
said Assemblyman 


William Bagley, chief GOP 
lawmaker involved in the five 
days of intense negotiation. 


"But 
it 
happened, 
and 


everybody's holding his breath 
to see if it sticks," the San 
Rafael Republican said. 


But there are still obstacles in 


the way of welfare reform. The 
plan agreed upon by Reagan and 
top Democratic leaders still 
must be approved by two 
Assembly committees and two 
thirds of the members of both 
the Senate and Assembly before 
it can return to Reagan's desk to 
be signed into law.

WASHINGTON — Senate 


Majority Leader Mike Man- 
sfield is again putting on a drive 
to win passage of his bill to pay 
victims of violent crime from 
public tax monies. 


Former Texas Sen. Ralph 


Yarborough had a similar bill 
two years ago, and there is also 
an identical bill in the House. Six 
states already have such laws on 
the book, and the Mansfield 
measure seems to have con- 
siderable support in the Senate. 


Basic reasoning behind the 


bill goes something like this: 


pay taxes at the various 


levels of government, partly at 
least, for protection by that 
government. If the government 
fails to provide that protection, 
then an innocent victim of 
violent crime has a just claim 
against society. 


"The innocent victims of rape 


and robbery, of mugging and 
murder, these are the citizens 
who deserve consideration,' 
Mansfield said in explaining his 
bill. "Whether it be an un- 
suspecting secretary as she sits 
in her office here on Capitol Hill 
or a policeman responding to a 
bank robber in Oakland, Calif., 
my bill would make certain that 


those who are made to suffer 
because of violent crime are 
reimbursed for society's failure 
to protect them." 


Major arguments against the 


Mansfield bill are that the in- 
dividual taxpayer is not at fault 
and therefore should not be 
liable; that the criminal himself 
should compensate his victim; 
and there would be all kinds of 
opportunity — through un- 
scrupulous lawyers — to collect 
false or otherwise unjustified 
claims. 


Each argument on both sides 


seems to be vulnerable, some 
contend. One is that taxpayers, 


at least collectively, are at fault 
— they are society and they 
have failed to elect public of- 
ficials 
who 
won't 
deal 


realistically with crime and 
criminals. 


And how many men 
who 


commit rape, muggings and 
violent 
murder 
are 
able 


financially to compensate their 
victims? 


Could a prostitute yell rape 


and then collect the maximum 
$25,000 allowed under 
the 


Mansfield bill? 


These and other questions will 


be thrashed out when the bill 
comes to the floor for debate.

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. 


(AP) — Scientists at Penn State 
and Cornell universities have 
discovered a grasshopper which 
is secreting a protective froth of 
spray that contains manmade 
chemicals. 


Dr. Lawrence Hendry of Penn 


State said the grasshopper has 
managed to incorporate 
the 


powerful new ingredient into its 
own defense mechanism. 


The scientists reported their 


findings in Science magazine 
and Hendry expanded on them 
in an interview. 


"It's a little like equipping a 


skunk with Mace," said Hendry. 
"And gives us all reason to work 
harder in our attempt to control 
insects without causing long- 
range disruptions in the balance 
of nature." 


Hendry said he and three 


colleagues from Cornell made 
the discovery while studying the 
defensive froth of a four-to-five- 
inch-iong flightless grasshop- 
per, Romalea microptera. The 
froth's 
odor 
drives 
away 


enemies. "We found the usual 
range of gaseous components 


common to froths, clouds and 
other defensive sprays. 


"But when we isolated 2.5 


dichlorophenol 
we 
were 


astounded. 


"That compound is not found 


in nature. We could only 
speculate that the grasshopper 
gleaned it from the fields, by 
chemically processing another 
manmade 
compound, 
2.4 


dischlorophenoxyacetic 2,4 D, a 
common commercial herbicide. 


Hendry said grasshoppers 


taken from fields where no 2, 4 D 
had been sprayed showed no 2, 5. 


Non-Polluting Engine 


PERRIS, Calif. (AP) — Four 


men say they have adapted a 
1960 pickup truck to run on a 
mixture of hydrogen and oxygen 
that does not emit pollutants. 


Dwight B. Minnich, one of the 


four, said Thursday that they 
chose 
the 
hydrogen-oxygen 


combination as the basis of their 
experiments because the tuel 
mixture would burn without 
harmful leftovers. 


"The best way to avoid 


pollutants is not to make them in 
the first place, rather than to try 
to clean them up afterward," he 
said. 


Minnich, who has worked as 


an engineer 
in 
aerospace 


projects, is now owner of the 
Ferris Progress, a weekly 
newspaper. 
He and three 


engineer 
colleagues 
have 


worked on the project in the 
newspaper garage during their 
spare time since January 1970. 


John Chao, an engineer with 


the state Air Resources Board in 
Los 
Angeles, 
watched 
a 


demonstration of an earlier test 
vehicle, a 1930 Model A Ford 
pickup, and said the engine 
started easily and ran smoothly. 


"Their concept of using 


hydrogen as fuel is cleaner than 
petroleum products as far as 
emission is concerned," Chao 
said. "If they can satisfy safety 


requirements 
and possible 


problems in lubrication and fuel 
on 
long trips 
and 
other 


problems, their car would be 
just as good as a regular car." 


The Model A, the second 


vehicle adapted in the ex- 
periments, also had problems 
with oil and fuel control and the 
cooling system, Chao said. 


The 1960 pickup, which has 


been driven 40 miles an hour, is 
the fourth in the series. Minnich 
said the truck uses an intake 
adapter instead of a carburetor 
and has a recycling system to 
use all fuel. The fuel mixture is 
fired by spark plugs.

Boys Comment On Questions By Girls 


by DOROTHY RICKER 


Ask any boy what girls ought 


to do about their looks, dating 
habits or attitudes in general, 
and you are likely to get some 
enlightening 
answers 
with 


exclamation points! 


It isn't that boys dislike girls 


and hunt for things to criticize. 
In fact, most boys would make 
few critical comments about 
girls unless they were asked. It 
seems to be the nature of boys, 
when they don't like something 
about a girl, to quietly disappear 
and say nothing to her. And this, 
or course, drives a girl crazy— 
not knowing why a boy she liked, 
suddenly lost interest. 


This very problem is the 


subject of countless letters I 
receive from girls. They write 
intense, pleading letters asking 
what they did which might have 
displeased a boy, and how they 
can get him back. 


In most cases it is already too 


late for the girl to do anything, 
after the boy has lost interest. 
They rarely come back. The 
only defense available to a girl is 
to know in advance what boys 
like and dislike about their dates 
and 
social 
activities, 
then 


govern herself accordingly. 


A review of my notes on many 


teen discussion sessions, plus 
letters received 
from 
boys, 


reveals a list 
of pertinent 


comments 
from 
boys 
on 


questions the girls often ask 
How Can A Girl Let A Boy Know 
She Likes Him Without Ciiasing 
Him? 


The boys say they usually get 


the message if a girl is plainly 
delighted to see them when they 
meet. She shows her interest by 
keeping a conversation going if 
there is any opportunity to talk. 


Boys are 
often suspicious 


when a third party says a cer- 
tain girl likes them They know 
the message is usually started 
by the girl herself with the sole 
objective of catching him. 
Should a Girl Invite a Boy She 
Doesn't Know Very Well To A 
Dance Or Party? 


Everything depends on the 


extent 
and 
nature 
of 
her 


previous 
acquaintance with 


him Boys feel a girl is pushy if 
she issues an invitation to a boy 
without first knowing him on 
some sort of friendly basis—at 


least to know each other's 
names around school. It is un- 
derstood, of course, that a girl 
would not invite a boy at all 
unless it was a girl-ask-boy 
affair. 
Should A Girl Ever Date A Boy 
Younger Than She Is? 


For some reason, difficult to 


understand, a few teen-agers 
believe very strongly that a girl 
dating a younger boy is strictly 
taboo. The majority take a more 
sensible view. If a boy acts 
mature enough and the boy and 
girl like each other, there is no 
reason they shouldn't date. Most 
boys say that up to a year's 
difference in ages is okay. 
How Can A Girl Turn Down An 
Invitation 
to 
Date 
Without 


Hurting The Boy's Feelings? 


A girl, using a little tact and 


good manners, can refuse or 
postpone a date without serious 
results. Boys analyze it this 
way. A girl has two principal 
reasons to turn down a date; she 
doesn't want to date him at all, 
or she would like to date him but 
is unable to accept at that 
particular time. 


If it is the first reason, she 


should tell him in the nicest way 
she can, "I'm sorry, Dick, but I 
don't think we would hit it off as 
a couple." Or she might say, 
"I'm pretty busy these days and 
don't know any way I can work it 
out any time soon." A boy may 
be disappointed. If he is in- 
telligent, he will realize the girl 
is doing her best to let him down 
easy and not string him along. 


Now if the girl would really 


like to date the boy, she can let 
him know she would welcome 
his invitation again by saying, 
"I'm sorry I am busy that night 
because I would love to go with 
you! Call me again sometime."

This means, in girl 
talk, a little light lipstick so you 
don't look like a ghost, enough 
powder to cover a shiny nose 
and neatly done but not brightly 
colored fingernails of moderate 
length. 
Do Boys Like Girls Who Call 
Them Up Just To Talk? 


No! They think it is pushy and 


out of order. Most boys believe a 
girl who calls without a special 
reason is chasing and probably 
desperate for a date. What girl 
wants to be classed like that? 
Will Boys Like Girls Whose 
Parents Are Strict? 


Most boys agree they expect a 


nice girl's parents to have 
definite regulations about where 
she goes, and what time she 
must be home so they have no 
quarrel with that. They do ob- 
ject to parents who set a curfew 
so early the couple must leave a 
movie, party or whatever before 
it is normally finished.

Check For Home Repairs 


Memo to spring fix-np crews: 


while you're going about your 
repair work around the house, 
don't forget to check 
the 


bathroom. 


Here's a four-point check list 


for making certain that your 
bathroom is in the best possible 
condition during the summer 
months ahead. 


Floor — Examine the floor 


carefully for loose tiles, par- 
ticularly if the bathroom is on 
the first 
floor 
or 
in 
the 


basement. Moisture in the 
ground can loosen even the most 
carefully laid flooring. Besides 
being unattractive, loose tiles 
are a safety hazard. 


Walls— If the walls are tiled, 


are all the tiles securely in 
place? Or, if the walls are 
papered, has the paper loosened 
near the seams? Check wall- 
mounted items, such as towel 
bars and paper cup holders, too, 
to make certain they are secure. 


Fixtures — Check carefully 


around the tub for any cracks in 


the grouting. If you have a 
shower stall, has an opening 
developed between the side of 
the stall and the wall? All fix- 
tures, including the lavatory, 
toilet and tub, should be ab- 
solutely watertight where they 
meet the floor. 


Pipe joints — Examine the 


pipe joints under the lavatory 
for moisture. Rust near the 
joints is a sign that the pipes are 
not watertight. 


Before using caulk the experts 


recommend cleaning soil and 
soap from the surface of the 
area to be repaired. Then, in- 
stead of pulling it, push the 
caulk ahead of the nozzle. The 
nozzle pressure against the bead 
of sealant will push it in place. 
For a professional finish use a 
moistened finger to smooth the 
sealant.
